S You will please note that the Mexico mint invoiced for a special box 
be made for it of "cedro acabado antilope” . This antelope skin, | 
wanted to believe was cause of the discoloration of the Gold. 

6. The medal was placed in a safety deposit box in a bank. The bank 
flooded and the medal in the box lay in the sewage from Arecibo 
for at least two months. 

7. | have Gold coins in my collection the had lain in sea water for over 
200 years and they do not look like this.
